§ 202. On the rediscovery of XJsnea creberrima Vain. 

In 1965 the author 1 ) has elucidated the real nature of JJsnea creberrima Vain. 
and confirmed its systematic position, unlike to the conception of Vainio as well 
as of Motyka, as Eumitria. As there was no identical specimen among his her- 
barium, the author has turned to Mr. Togashi for help to rediscover this mys- 
terious species. But inspite of intensive search for Usnea creberrima Vain. in its 
type locality (Yuriag6 Beach, Pacific Goast near Sendai) Mr. Togashi could not 
find specimens exactly identical with its type specimen. His collection consisted 
exclusively of various forms of Usnea implicita (Stirt.) Zahlbr. The present author 
is of opinion that the type specimen is a rarer form, which at present disappeared 
in the type locality. On the other hand he was lucky enough to pick up several 
individuals identical with Vainio’s type of Usnea creberrima among rieh Hima- 
layan collection brought home by Togashi, member of Indo-Japanese Botanical 
Expedition to Sikkim-Himalaya (1960) and to East Nepal (1963). At present the 
author is of opinion, that Usnea creberrima Vain. is nothing but an unusual 
form of Usnea implicita (Stirt.) Zahlbr., which is connected by another forma 
subereberrima Asahina to the type species. The chemism of Usnea implicita group 
will be given in another place.
